W% E AllJ Family attacks nursing home 

over pressure sore ‘agony’ 




Frail: Ivy Jones died four months after being admitted to the home 


A grieving woman has condemned 
a nursing home which she says left 
her 98-year-old mother “screaming 
in agony” with horrific pressure 
sorGS. 

Shirley Dell, 72, from Great Tat- 
tenhams, Epsom, has decided to 
speak out now after Carshalton 
Nursing Home agreed to an out-of- 
court settlement of £12,000 earlier 
this year. 

Her frail mother Ivy Jones, a life¬ 
long Mitcham resident, developed 
painful pressure sores soon after 
moving into the care home in 
November 2012. 

She died four months later. 

The family’s lawyers said an in¬ 
vestigation by Surrey County 
Council found the care home raised 
concerns about her legs with medi¬ 
cal professionals, but should have 
done more to make sure the sores 
were properly treated. 

Although the care home has not 
admitted liability, it agreed an out- 
of-court settlement with her daugh¬ 
ter in March. 

Mrs Dell said: “I just wanted some 
form of justice for my mum. When 
they changed her dressings she 
used to scream in agony. It wasn’t 
right for her to suffer like she did.” 

In November 2012, Mrs Jones was 
admitted to the care home with dry 
skin on both legs and within weeks 
her legs were swollen and covered 


in blisters. 

Relatives said their complaints to 
staff at the home “fell on deaf ears” 
so they raised the alarm with her 
social worker and moved her to an¬ 
other care home in January. 

Her granddaughter Tanya Chap¬ 
man, 48, said: “It was the most har¬ 
rowing time of my life to hear my 
precious nan screaming in pain 
when the disgusting dressings were 
taken off. 

“To this day that memory is 
etched deeply in my mind and does¬ 
n’t seem to fade at all. I can still 
hear her crying and screaming.” 

Clinical negligence lawyer Jacqui 
Hayat, from Slater and Gordon, 
said: “Mrs Jones was in a lot of dis¬ 
comfort and distress in the last few 
months of her life, which could 
have been avoided.” 

The owner of the care home said 
it is unable to comment due to legal 
reasons. 

A spokesman at Sutton Council 
said they “found the quality of care 
fell below the expected standard” 
and placed an embargo on 
the home until November 
2014 while improvements 
were made. 

He said: “The home has 
improved significantly, par¬ 
ticularly since a new home 
manager has been put in 
post.” 

Mrs Jones, a mother-of- 
three, worked three jobs to 
support her family after hus¬ 
band Archie was killed in the 
Second World War.

She remarried Royal Navy veter¬ 
an Alf, took in his daughter and 
later fostered two boys. 

Despite being “fiercely indepen¬ 
dent”, she was moved into the care 
home after having falls at home. 

Mrs Dell said: “I thought she’d be 
better looked after somewhere else, 
but I hated it. I cried for days at the 
thought of her in there.”

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Court closure ‘bad 
news’ for justice

The proposed closure of a 
courthouse has been 
slammed by an MP as “bad 
news” for access to justice in 
the area. 

Last week the Justice Min¬ 
istry announced cost-saving 
plans to shut the magistrates’ 
court, county court and fami¬ 
ly court in Hatchlands Road, 
Redhill. 

Witnesses, defendants and 
victims, including those from 
Epsom, would have to travel 
to Guildford and Staines as 
part of plans to close “under¬ 
used” courts in England and 
Wales. 

Reigate and Banstead’s MP 
Crispin Blunt has called for 
alternatives to be considered 
saying: “It is bad news that 
we might lose our local 
courts. 

“At the least, it would mean 
the serious inconvenience of 
transporting suspects from 
the police custody suite in 
Salfords all the way to Guild¬ 
ford and Staines. It would 
also significantly impact ac¬ 
cess to justice in the east of 
the county.”

Of the austerity drive, he 
said: “I accept that this will 
mean difficult decisions, but 
these should not be 
unreasonable.” 

A ministry consultation 
document said Redhill court¬ 
house was only used at about 
49 per cent capacity despite 
operating costs of approxi¬ 
mately £477,000 in 2014-15. 

The document said moving 
the criminal workload to 
Guildford and Staines would 
mean the courts could be 
more flexible when listing 
cases. 

It said: “An improved more 
efficient service can then 
be delivered with courts 
being used more efficiently

and effectively.” 

On Thursday, courts minis¬ 
ter Shailesh Vara announced 
a 12-week consultation on the 
closure of 91 courts and 
tribunals in England and 
Wales as part of wide- 
reaching reforms. 

He said: “To ensure that ac¬ 
cess to justice is maintained, 
even in more rural locations, 
we are committed to provid¬ 
ing alternative ways for users 
to access our services. 

“That can mean using civic 
and other public buildings, 
such as town halls, for hear¬ 
ings instead of underused, 
poorly-maintained perma¬ 
nent courts.” 

Many defendants from 
Epsom pass through the law 
courts in Redhill because the 
town’s own county court 
closed about five years ago. 

Redhill courthouse, built in 
1977, has 24 permanent staff 
members whose jobs may be 
put at risk. It is located 26 
miles from Guildford and 30 
miles from Staines. 

Susan Lochner, chairman 
of the Magistrates’ Associa¬ 
tion Surrey Branch, said: “It 
is always our prime objective 
that the efficient administra¬ 
tion of the law must be bal¬ 
anced with proper access to 
justice for all parties con¬ 
cerned, and it is clear to us 
that this should mean the 
provision of courts with the 
necessary facilities as locally 
as possible. 

“We are looking at the pro¬ 
posals for Redhill Magis¬ 
trates’ Court with our 
members, and once their 
views are known we will 
make our representations as 
a part of the consultation.”

The little hedgehog with the 
light coloured belly was spot¬ 
ted wandering the streets of 
Worcester Park a couple of 
weeks ago and was taken in 
by the vets. 

Having knocked on doors in 
the area with no success, a 
member of the public 


brought him in to Park Vets, 
where Megan, a nursing as¬ 
sistant was delighted to take 
him under her wing. 

Vet Peter Lennox examined 
the hedgehog, and quickly re¬ 
alised that this was no garden 
variety, but an African 
pygmy hedgehog. The vet 
said they have longer “fin¬ 
gers” than a wild hedgehog, 
and lighter coloured under¬ 
bellies. Mr Lennox said: 
“This species can’t readily 
survive in the wild in the UK, 
and he is most likely an es¬ 
caped or unwanted pet. 

“We kept him in one of our 


cat kennels at Park Vets for a 
couple of weeks in case any¬ 
one reported him missing - 
much to the delight of the 
staff who became quite 
attached to our unexpected 
visitor.” 

Then one of our part-time 
vets, Lois Wilkie offered him 
a new home. 

Ms Wilkie said: “He seems 
very happy in his new enclo¬ 
sure and regularly builds 
new structures out of the nu¬ 
merous cardboard tubes we 
give him. He also forages 
mealworm very successfully 
and is happy to be held.”

Residents have reacted angrily to a 
budget supermarket chain’s plans to build 
a store in an already heavily- 
congested part of the town. 

Homes in and around the former Dairy 
Crest site in Alexandra Road, have 
received a leaflet through the post from 
Aldi, laying out its proposals for the new 
food store, six homes above and car park¬ 
ing for up to 60 vehicles. 

And a hastily-organised group of cam¬ 
paigners has vowed to “fight tooth and 
nail” to put a stop to the development. 

Although no formal planning applica¬ 
tion has been made by the food chain, the 
literature received by residents features 
an image of the proposed store and 
asks residents for their feedback on the 
proposal. 

Aldi claims the development would cre¬ 
ate 50 jobs and states it actively recruits 
from the local area. 

Former Lib Dem Councillor Julie 
Morris believe the site is wholly unsuit¬ 
able for a supermarket. 

She said: “Most people I have spoken to 
are horrified. The location is not suitable 
as the site is on a very hazardous junction 
within a residential area. The new store 
on the Ewell bypass is causing dreadful 
traffic problems with queues all along the 
bypass itself on a regular basis.” 

She added that far from being against 
having an Aldi store in the town, people’s 
main concern was the unsuitability of 
building in a largely residential area. 

But Aldi’s property director Lisa Poyser 
said that the comments they have received 
so far actually showed opinion is “split” 
over the plans. 

Ms Poyser said: “While some local

people have concerns, many are keen for 
the store to go ahead and welcome the 
shopping choice.” 

She said they are undertaking detailed 
highways surveys and although the coun¬ 
cil has considered a site housing alloca¬ 
tion it “has not been formally adopted”. 

A group of residents has already met to 
discuss the proposals and ensure their 
views are heard, before a formal planning 
application is submitted. 

Committee member Barbara Warwick, 
of Wyeths Road, said having canvassed 
opinion in the immediate area it was fair 
to say there was overwhelming opposition 
to the plan. 

Mrs Warwick said: “It’s obviously very 
early days. We cannot believe this will go 
through, but we are formulating a cam¬ 
paign to do our utmost to stop Aldi from 
building a store here and we will fight it 
tooth and nail. We want to keep our old bit 
of Epsom as unique as it is - this is not ap¬ 
propriate for the area.”

Motorcylist dies after crash

Mr Cowell described the 
fatal collision as tragic, 
adding: “We don’t know the 
circumstances of where he 
was going to or from or what 
happened.”

A car flipped over during the fifth 
crash in just over a week in Ewell. 

A man cut and bruised his arms 
and was taken to hospital after the 
collision in London Road at 
6.25pm last night. 

Epsom watch commander Sean 
Tickner said one of the two cars 
ended up on its roof, but nobody 
was trapped inside. 

A South East Coast Ambulance 
spokesman said the occupant suf¬ 
fered arm injuries, but still 


managed to get himself out of the 
“overturned” car. 

A paramedic, who arrived in a 
car, and an ambulance crew 
checked the man over and took 
him to Epsom Hospital. Transport 
for London said the 293 bus was 
diverted to avoid the crash near 
Welbeck Close. 

The crash comes after a van and 
a moped collided on the Ewell By¬ 
pass at the junction with London 
Road on Wednesday. 


The previous Friday, July 10, a 
BMW crashed into a tree and 
ended up on its side in the middle 
of London Road. 

On Sunday, July 12, a car hit a 
cyclist in Kingston bypass just 
after midnight and a motorbike 
hit a Land Rover in Chessington 
Road that afternoon.

No Lidl sacrifice for 
motorbike business

Cut-price supermarket chain Lidl 
has agreed a £10m deal with 
Kingston Council to move its UK 
headquarters to Tolworth and its 
chief executive has promised 
“new jobs for local people”. 

But it means a family motorcy¬ 
cle business which has been 
“knocked for six” by the news will 
have to find a new home after 14 
years. 

The agreement will see the con¬ 
struction of a new 220,000 sq ft of¬ 
fice building in Jubilee Way, 
currently the home of motorbike 
training centre Jubilee Way Mo¬ 
torcycle Project. 

The Jubilee Way scrambling 
track’s operators pay Kingston 
Council £800 per year for use of 
the site. 

The authority said it would 
“provide assistance to the motor¬ 
cycle club in finding suitable al¬ 
ternative accommodation within 
the borough, if possible”. 

But Anne Allan, who runs the 
Jubilee Way Motorcycle Project 
with husband Vic, said: “It’s 
knocked us for six.” 

Mrs Allan said she found about 
the plans on Wednesday, July 15. 

She said: “We were only told re¬ 
cently that they weren’t going to

renew our lease. 

“Then they rang up this morn¬ 
ing and said that they had sold the 
site to Lidl. 

“We’ve been here for 14 years - 
there’s going to be an uproar. It’s 
knocked us for six.” 

The council said 500 jobs would 
be brought to the area, and sub¬ 
ject to planning permission, Lidl 
will pay £2.1m per acre for a thou¬ 
sand-year lease on the 4.8-acre 
site. 

Kingston Council leader Kevin 
Davis said: “This is excellent news 
for our borough. We are delighted 
to have agreed a deal with Lidl for 
a plot of council-owned land in a 
prime location that is currently 
being underutilised. 

“Having them headquartered in 
our borough will provide a huge 
boost to the local economy and 
employment market.” 

Ingo Fischer, Lidl’s property di¬ 
rector, said: “The extra office 


space will ensure room for further 
development within our head of¬ 
fice departments and will provide 
top-of-the-range amenities along 
with excellent training and con¬ 
ference facilities.” 

Although the company did not 
confirm how many jobs would be 
created, it said the building’s 750- 
person capacity will allow “con¬ 
tinued growth in the future”. 

Part of the Jubilee Way site had 
been earmarked for the relocation 
of Arrow Plastics, one of the bor¬ 
ough’s biggest employers, based 
in Hampton Road, Kingston. That 
deal will no longer go through. 

Councillors agreed in March to 
open up the land because Arrow 
Plastics had no room to expand in 
its current location. 

In return, the council and the 
Education Funding Authority 
were to have first refusal on 
Arrow’s Hampden Road plot as 
the possible site for a new school. 

A council spokesman said: “No 
legally binding contract was en¬ 
tered into between Arrow Plastics 
and the council. 

“The council has held fruitful 
discussions with Arrow Plastics 
and is actively helping them to 
identify alternative suitable loca¬ 
tions in the borough to support 
this valued local business with its 
growth plans. The council is legal¬ 
ly obliged to obtain the best possi¬ 
ble price for any land it owns.”

I refer to the letter from Christo¬ 
pher Decker (Guardian, July 16) 
and his apparently poor experi¬ 
ences with our buses, which I as¬ 
sume to be the 406 and 418 routes 
between Epsom and Kingston. 

Firstly, I am delighted Mr Deck¬ 
er enjoyed our open day. More 
than 4,200 people attended on the 
day and we have had incredible 
feedback, so thank you to every¬ 
one who attended. 

We have raised more than £7,000 
to date for the Epsom and Ewell 
Community Fund. This has been 
publicised on our website and in¬ 
deed in previous editions of the 
Guardian. We will be delighted 
to see Mr Decker at our 100th 


anniversary, which we intend to 
celebrate with great pride. 

Turning specifically to Mr 
Decker’s issues with our buses, I 
cannot agree that they are not 
clean as the independent “mys¬ 
tery travellers” employed by 
Transport for London confirm. 

We do have issues with lime- 
scale as I am sure every house¬ 
holder does in Epsom, given the 
hard water although we have spe¬ 
cialist equipment to reduce this 
as far as possible. 

As for breakdowns, in fact the 
routes Mr Decker refers to are 
some of the most reliable on the 
London network with almost 100 
per cent of mileage operated. 


Occasionally there are break¬ 
downs, but he was unlucky to be 
on the affected bus each time as 
they are very few and far be¬ 
tween. 

As for reliability, I am pleased 
to report that the 406 and 418 are 
among the most reliable bus ser¬ 
vices in the London network and 
overall we are currently third in 
the league of 22 operators. 

Not good enough, but we are 
working on it. Rumours that we 
would like to expand are entirely 
true. 

We will be expanding and have 
provided employment for an ad¬ 
ditional 150 residents in the last 
five years, investing more than 


£16m in our fleet and annually 
spend more than £17m with local 
suppliers. 

In answer to Mr Decker’s ques¬ 
tion “How will they cope with 
more routes?” The answer is 
“very well, thank you”. 

I will be delighted to give Mr 
Decker a personal tour of our 
fleet and facilities to demonstrate 
the great lengths we go to provide 
the very best service for the resi¬ 
dents of Epsom and Ewell and I 
am pleased to confirm, among the 
best in the UK, as our many 
awards will testify.

What is sedation? 

At Abi Dental, our approach to sedation is to use the latest techniques in Intravenous (IV)

IV sedation means that you will be given an injection which makes you feel sleepy. It does not 
actually induce sleep; instead, you remain conscious and can follow instructions from our dentist.

Have you ever had any concerns 
about changes in your cat’s mobility? 
If your cat is getting older, you may 
have recently started to think about 
their mobility. However, unless your cat 
has injured itself, the chances are, this 
is probably something which won’t 
have even crossed your mind. Why is 
this? Do cats just not get many mobility 
concerns? Do they not need support 
for their joints as most other species 
do?

So what does this mean for us, as cat 
owners? When we think of our pet’s 
mobility changing, lameness and 
limping (whilst possible), are absolutely 
not the only concerns we should be 
looking out for in cats. There are many 
other, more common, yet subtle signs, 
that the well-informed owner can be 
trained to recognise when it comes to 
supporting their cat’s joints. Very often, 
these signs will present themselves as 
changes in your cat’s behaviour as they 
adapt their lifestyle to cope with their 
changing mobility. At ROYAL CANIN® 
we are committed to helping you to 
provide the best possible care for your 
cat, in every aspect of their health and 
wellbeing, so please do read on to learn 
more about joint support for your cat. 

The ways changes in mobility 
may present themselves in cats: 

• Joint stiffness 

• Less likely to jump down 
from , or jump up onto high 
surfaces/your lap 

• Difficulty going up and down 
stairs 

• Spending more time resting 

• Spending less time grooming - 
so a scruffier coat 


• Personality changes - 
becoming more withdrawn or 
grumpier 

• Having occasional accidents 
outside of the litter tray 

(if squatting has become 
difficult) 

• Having more difficulty using 
the cat flap 

• Spending less time being 
active 

If you have any concerns or your cat has 
started showing any of these symptoms, 
please don’t hesitate to discuss them 
with your vet as soon as possible. 

What can I do to support my 
cat before any changes are 
obvious? 

It is important that you always feed 
your cat a quality diet, particularly 
during their growth period, so you can 
be sure you are doing all you can to 
nutritionally support your pet’s joints. 

We would recommend those diets 
that take both the animal’s age and 
its breed (where appropriate) into 
consideration, so you can be sure that 
what you are feeding is tailored as best 
as possible to your cat’s needs. 

It is also recognised that pets carrying 
extra weight (if they are overweight 
or obese) are more likely to develop 
changes in their mobility. This is a key 
area in which you, as a proactive 
pet owner, can really make a huge 
difference to your cat. It is vital that 
you always weigh out your pet’s food 
and follow the feeding guidelines 
appropriately, for your cat's age, size 
and activity level. Remember, feeding 
guides are just that - a guide - and 
they may need to be tailored to make 
them appropriate for each individual, 
so you may need to adjust them slightly 
depending on your vet’s advice. Your 
cat may need a weight loss diet if it is 


already carrying too much extra weight 
and either your vet or your specialist 
pet food retailer will be able to offer 
you advice on this, depending on the 
age of your cat and how much weight 
they need to lose. Cats which need 
to lose more than about 10% of their 
current bodyweight should always do 
so under a vet’s guidance. 

Can I support my cat through its 
diet? 

There are many ways in which you 
can nutritionally support your cat’s 
joints. Always consult your vet in 
the first instance and take heed of 
their recommendations. They may 
recommend medications as well as 
a change in diet. Diet certainly is 
an important way in which you can 
nutritionally support your pet.

• Those supplemented with 
nutrients which help to

Q l want to support my pet’s 
joints as best I can. In 
fact I am thinking about 
supplementing their diet with 
essential oils; but I’m not sure 
what is best to use. What is safe 
for my pet? 


A We would never advise 
supplementing your pet’s 
diet with anything unless 
it has been specifically recom¬ 
mended by their veterinary sur¬ 
geon. Whilst omega 3 fatty acids 
and other nutrients may help to 
nutritionally support healthy joints 
you should always take guid¬ 
ance from a vet before adding 
anything to your pet’s food. This 
is because supplements (such 
as those designed for human 
use) may cause an imbalance 
in your pet’s nutritional status. 
Some supplements designed for 
human use, can even cause tox¬ 
icity in some pets (for example: 
cod liver oil can cause vitamin A 
toxicosis in cats, so should always 
be avoided). Your vet will proba¬ 
bly feel that veterinary approved 
supplements are a better choice. 
They may even decide that the 
best course of action would be to 
feed a complete diet that is nu¬ 
tritionally designed to support the 
joints, so that nothing else further 
needs to be added and there¬ 
fore there is no risk of unbalanc¬ 
ing the diet.

Top tips for your 



If you are moving house this year 
and starting to think about all the 
packing and work that needs to 
take place, try not to worry about 
it and get too stressed out. 

Here's a list of handy tips and 
tricks to make your house move 
go as smoothly as possible: 

• BAG UP YOUR WARDROBE: The 

majority of households aren't short 
on clothes, and each family mem¬ 
ber usually has enough clothing to 
fill a wardrobe or two to the brim. 
The idea of neatly folding away 
every single item of clothing can 
seem daunting, but there is an easi¬ 
er way to get around this. 

Buy some bin bags that have 
drawstrings at the top, and while 
your clothes are still hanging in the 
cupboard bring the bin bag up and 
around them and tie tightly at the 
top. This will keep all your hanging 
clothes together and mean they are 
ready to hang in your new wardrobe 
as soon as you've moved. 

• USE SOFT DIVIDERS AND 
PADDING: Packing up your kitchen 
can be a nightmare, as the majority 
of things that need to be moved are 
fragile and can easily be broken. In¬ 
stead of wrapping up every single 
plate in newspaper, why not simply 
buy a pack of paper plates and use 
them as spacers. 

When you pack fragile items into 
boxes, they can move around and 


become damaged in transit. Pad 
the top of the boxes with towels or 
stuffed toys, as this will keep every¬ 
thing in place and maximise your 
packing space. 

• USE YOUR CAMERA: If you have 
the chance, it is a good idea to visit 
your new house in-between com¬ 
pleting and moving in - this will 
give you a chance to look round be¬ 
fore you turn up with hundreds of 
boxes.

Packing tape gets 
slathered over every crack in the 
box and once it's full it can be hard 
to carry. 

Make your own handles in the 
sides of your boxes by cutting out 
triangle shapes on each side - this 
will make them much easier to 
carry, just make sure nothing falls 
out.

Mortgage 

Gross mortgage lending in June 
(not seasonally adjusted) showed 
a significant rise compared to the pre¬ 
vious month, according to the Council 
of Mortgage Lenders (CML).

Epsom Buy To let - Bedrooms? 


Fairly recently I was talking to a 
landlord in Epsom after reading 
the Epsom Property Blog, if he 
should extend his terraced house 
making an extra bedroom in the loft. 

Having more useable space is generally 
thought to be consistent with better quality 
accommodation and homeowners and 
tenants are prepared to pay for it. If you 
added a bedroom to a two bed terraced to 
make a three bed terraced, it will add 10% 
to the value of the property. Turn a three 
bed terraced into a four bed terraced and 
9% will be added to the value. Looking at 
semi detached properties, and turn a two 
into a three bed and 12% will be added 
to the value, whilst making a three bed 
semi into four bed will add 9% in value. 

However, before you rush off to the 
planning department there are some 
important considerations, whether you 
are a homeowner or landlord. What 
would be the cost of making that extra 
bedroom? The average value of a terraced 


house in Epsom is currently £352,300 
whilst the average value of a semi 
detached house is £444,200, meaning 
to make money the cost of the extension 
would need to be less than £33,468 on 
the terraced property and £46,641 on 
the semi detached house. Talking to a 
number of trade’s people in the town, 
most are booking up into the New Year. 
Also, it may be wishful thinking that a 
builder would only charge as little as that. 

Well, that got me thinking about how 
bedrooms affected rental prices and rent- 
ability as well. Interestingly below, you 
will see that whilst bedrooms do have an 
effect on the rent that can be achieved 
and the rent-ability of the property - the 
difference does not warrant the expense, 
hassle and trouble of extending. 

• 39.6% of the one bed properties on the 
market to rent in Epsom have a tenant 
with an average rent of £1,156 per month 


market to rent in Epsom have a tenant 
with an average rent of £1,337 per month 

• 53.4% of the three bed properties on 
the market to rent in Epsom have a tenant 
with an average rent of £1,833 per month 

• 29.7% of the four bed properties on the 
market to rent in Epsom have a tenant 
with an average rent of £2,566 per month 

Now, if you want to increase the value of 
your property, be you an Epsom landlord 
or homeowner, there are things that cost 
a lot less than building extra bedrooms. 
Spruce up the exterior, emulsion all the 
rooms, install fresh carpets and curtains. 
For homeowners, a matter of a few 
hundred pounds will add thousands, 
whilst for landlords; these things can 
add an extra 10% to the rent that you 
can achieve.

What's new? The name may be 
familiar, but this Civic Type-R is 
very different from the old one. 

The biggest change is under 
the bonnet where, for the first 
time, a hot Honda skips the natu¬ 
rally aspirated route and goes for 
the current vogue of turbocharg¬ 
ing to create a VTEC Turbo. 

Putting all that power on the 
road is a new suspension system 
that's designed to reduce torque 
steer and a mechanical limited 
slip differential too. 

A reactive adaptive damping 
system is fitted as standard and 
there is a +R mode that reduces 
steering assistance, sharpens the 
throttle response and backs off 
the stability control a little. 

Add to that a wild exterior 
that's shaped by the wind tunnel 
and influenced by the racing ver¬ 
sions, and you have the potential 
for the most extreme Civic Type- 
R ever. 

Looks and image: You're not 
going to mistake the Type-R for 
another Civic or some other hot 
hatch. 

For the moment at least it is 
the most aggressive-looking hot 
hatch on the market, and while 
it's perhaps not to all tastes, 
there is no doubting that it is 
eye-catching. 


The massive rear spoiler, big 
wheels with rubber-band tyres 
and the aero-look wheel arches 
are impossible to miss. 

There's nothing lacking in the 
image department either as the 
Type-R badge has been absent 
from the market for four years, 
making the older models cher¬ 
ished items. 

Space and practicality: Handily, 
the Type-R is based on the spa¬ 
cious and practical Civic five- 
door, so the compromises over 
the standard car are relatively 
modest. 

Up front, there are very sup¬ 
portive sports seats, although 
their bulk does mean rear knee 
room is fractionally reduced and 
the big side bolsters need a little 
care to negotiate. 

However, the boot remains 
large and well shaped and the 
cabin storage is decent too; it's 
still a car that can cope with fam¬ 
ily life in its stride. 

Behind the wheel: The new en¬ 
gine dominates the driving expe¬ 
rience and the switch to 
turbocharging has transformed 
the way this Type-R behaves 
compared to its predecessors. 

With a huge slug of torque at 
low revs, you can be lazy with the 
gearchanges and still make good 


progress, although the shift itself 
is very slick and satisfying to use. 

Unsurprisingly its best work is 
done by 6,000rpm, but this is a 
powerful and flexible engine 
dishing out big performance. 

Even though it is pushing 
306bhp through the front wheels, 
there is almost a complete ab¬ 
sence of torque steer - on Slo¬ 
vakian roads at least - and while 
you can feel the nose working 


hard, the steering remains 
impressively uncorrupted. 

You can use the power to drive 
it out of tight bends with great 
zeal. 

In +R mode it feels more ag¬ 
gressive still, potentially too firm 
for a broken UK B-road, but on 
track it makes for flat and com¬ 
posed cornering. 

The vehicle dynamic assistance 
also allows a good degree of slip

before nudging you back into 
line. 

Value for money: Checking in 
under £30,000 for a 167mph top 
speed is no mean feat in itself, 
but the standard equipment list 
is impressive with all the high- 
performance kit such as the limit¬ 
ed slip differential and Brembo 
Brakes, climate and cruise con¬ 
trol, Bluetooth, rear parking cam¬ 
era, and City Brake system as 
standard. £32,295 gets you the 
GT version, which adds a suite of 
additional safety systems, auto¬ 
matic lights and wipers and an 
upgraded audio system including 
sat-nav. 

Who would buy one?: Hot hatch 
fans should be queuing up for 
this one. 

There are important rivals yet 
to arrive on the scene, but for 
now at least the Civic Type-R is 
the pick of the bunch; fast, capa¬ 
ble, enormous fun and pleasingly 
free from compromise. 

That makes it a car not for the 
faint-hearted and family buyers 
will need to be committed, but 
the pay-off is a sharp hot hatch 
that entertains like little else. 

This car summed up in a single 
word: Hot.
